The
mounted JJulice to-day mcoured the valley but
could find no trace of them,

A messenger has just returned from the
north briogs the foliowing ticulars of an
engagement batween Gen, Middleton's com-
mand and the insurgenta: **At 0:16 8. m., to-
duny, fifteen miles south of Batocha, the in.
surgents had taken the grovnd on the edge of
& deep ravine, frem which they poured a
dendly fire into the advancing columns,
When the messenger left the fight was atill
raging. Three houses of the enemy had beem
shelled and many insurgents driven from
them took refuge in the ravine, The allies
of the insurgents fought vigorously in Indian
fashion, the whole number in the ravine is
oitimated at 300, Middloton's hat was shot
through, He emcaped uninjured. Captain
Wisens horse was shot from under him. The
ravine is entirely eurrounded and there seems
no possibility ol cseape for the insurgents,
The Tenth Royals from West Dank bad just
arrived as the messenger wos leaving.
